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1, During the period from the middle of March until late October 1950* there 
was a noticeable increase in Soviet shipments to the port of Varna* 
especially after the war began in Korea. Two or three ships arrived 
from Soviet ports each week all carrying war materiel.

A, Most heavy equipment, such as tanks field guns and heavy trucks was 
brought in aboard the SS MEKHANIK GERASIMOV and the SS TOLBBKHIN. All 
of the war material brought into Bulgaria seemed to be unloaded at night 
and taken out of the rail yards before morning. It was forbidden to be 
In the vicinity of the dock area when Soviet military equipment was 
being uni oaded. All Soviet ships returned to their home ports empty 
after discharging military cargo.
